CAREFUL and critical modern 
research has tended to modify 
some of the glib claims that were 
made for the numerous conditions 
that were ascribed to sensitiveness 
to food several year* ago. 
There were people with sinus 
trouble and asthma who went off 
one food after another and often 
reduced themselves to almost dan­ 
gerous limitations and whose sinus 
trouble or asthma still went on in 
full flower. 
Mere Common Sense 
It certainly should be made a 
rule which is mere common sense 
that if you are supposed to have a 
condition (A) which is supposed to 
be due to a food (B) and if you 
stop B for a week and A does not 
disappear, the ingestion of B is 
not the cause of A and you can 
begin to eat it again. 
In fact that is one of the pos­ 
tulates of Dr. Robert Cooke, of 
New York, formulated in 1922, 
that the allergic manifestation can 
be artificially reproduced at will 
by the ingestion of the suspected 
food. But the allergists who made 
a fad of food allergy said some­ 
times it worked and sometimes it 
didn't. 
Food Sensitivity 
The list of the conditions that 
have been ascribed to sensitive­ 
ness to food is long. Two have al­ 
ready been named—allergic rhini­ 
tis, or perennial hay fever and per­ 
ennial asthma. In favor of the con­ 
cept must be reckoned t% t the 
mucous membrane of the nose and 
the muscles of the bronchi are very 
sensitive to all kinds of allergies. 
Any hay fever patient can tell you 
that. But, on the contrary, isn't it 
common sense and logic to sup­ 
pose that the substances they 
would be most likely to respond to 
are things in the air—dust and 
plant pollens and animal dander, 
etc? 
Difficult to Prove 
Another condition which has 
been intensively studied along 
these lines is headache, whether 
migraine headache or the simpler 
kinds. 
So far, it seems difficult to prove 
that any tingle case of this kind 
has ever been proved to be due to 
food allergy. It may be it wor’is 
sometimes by suggestion and it 
may be we will learn more about 
the mechanism of food alleigy 
which will change our ideas, but 
as of present writing, the above 
statem ent stands. 
Now in the case of skin erup­ 
tions, such as hives and infantile 
eczema, the evidence that they are 
due to food sensitiveness seems 
perfectly sound. We all know the 
straw berry rash victim and the 
oyster rash victim and there must 
be many other kinds. 
But notice that these foods are 
usually eaten raw, and one thing 
against food allergy in general is 


that cooking destroys allergens. 
The hay fever expert who pre­ 
pares his vaccines has to be very 
careful not to heat them as one 
would a bacterial vaccine like 
typhoid. 
Another set of suspects are the 
digestive upsets—stomach and in­ 
testinal allergies. Here the trouble 
lies right in the way of foods and 
it does seem reasonable the) they 
can act mostly on the sore spot. 
Do not take any of this to imply 
that allergy is not a real phenom­ 
enon. It certainly occurs. But the 
frequency of such occurrences 
often seems to be exaggerated.
